Fox Hunting Memories 


From Larry, WB1DBY: Back in 1979, when I was a 
sophomore in high school and had just gotten my general 
ticket, I had been reading about direction finding a/k/a fox 
hunting. I was reading everything I could get my hands on, 
including magazines and books. Requests for information 
were done by phone, mail or in person as there was no 
internet. 


I bought a new Tempo S1, synthesized HT. It was the first 
smaller HT that didn’t require crystals. By today’s standards 
it was not much. But 
to this ham, it was a 
perfect way to get on 
VHF and on the 94 
repeater.

After making friends 
and finding out more, 
I heard plans for the 
next Fox Hunt. I 
found a ham that was willing to take this anxious, young ham 
along while hunting. Peter, NIAGV offered me a ride. 


I think we started at the WMECO parking lot in West 
Springfield on Brush Hill. What I do remember of the hunt is 
driving down a dirt road, the sun roof open and the antenna 
sticking out (a ZL Special that we’d run both vertical and then 
switch to horizontal, an H-shaped antenna made from twin 
lead) stopping and taking headings. I remember driving down 
East Mountain Road, stopping along the side when the signal 
was super strong. Peter asked me to look thru the bushes to 
see if they were on the other side. What I saw was a field of 
sheep or alpaca. But 
no hidden foxes. We 
mentioned our stop 

in between the fox’s 
transmissions to some 
hysterical laughs from 
all those listening, 
especially the foxes. 


After some more 
driving and hunting, 
we found the fox. 
They were at Dick, 
WBI1DMP’s house off 
Papermill Road in Westfield. One hunt and I was hooked! I 
couldn’t wait for the next one. 


After some excited chatter on the local repeaters in the 
following days, I hooked up with Bert, N1IAUR fora mid- 
week foxhunt at night. I was to ride co-pilot. Bert had a 79 
Dodge Aspen with T-Tops, which were removed. His rig was 
anew Heathkit HW-2036 with a analog S-meter which was 
perfect for fox hunting. 


We were also using a ZL Special as the antenna and would 
stick the antenna up thru the T-top when we needed to. 
Thankfully that car had excellent heat as it was a cold 
night. 


We tracked the fox to Route 141 in Holyoke near the 

Log Cabin and Harvest Valley restaurants as well as the 
entrance to Mt. Tom. Bert and I found a car along the side 
of the road with its windows all fogged up. The signal was 
super strong and we thought the fox was inside. So we 
tapped on the windows until someone inside responded. 
Needless to say, it wasn’t the fox and we disturbed a 
romantic couple. They were especially perturbed when we 
insisted on peering inside to see if the fox was in there. 
Because, notoriously the fox lies, so we had to be sure. And 
just found a half dressed couple looking for their privacy 
back. 


We finally found the fox. But even more so it was the start 
of a new friendship as Bert and I made for a good fox 
hunting pair as we started winning. Somehow we fitted a 
few hunts per week for a few years into our schedules. 


Being a hunter was definitely much more fun than being 
the fox. But being the fox had its moments too. On one 
occasion, we drove down and parked in the woods where 
Pynchon Park is now. 
We were along the river, 
transmitting into a beam 
aimed across the river 
towards Longhill street/ 
Forest Park. We, the 
fox, would transmit one 
minute out of every five. 
At first listening to the 
base stations give their 
headings and then the 
starting hunters give their 
headings we figured that 
we’d be found within 20 minutes. 


But that wasn’t the story. After an hour of so, the hunters 
kept racing across the south end bridge to Agawam and 
Springfield. The hunters were getting aggravated as the 
signal was SO strong in Springfield but yet SO strong also 
in Agawam. We foxes were laughing pretty hard as the 
hunters crossed the bridge yet again. 


Because we had not been found by a majority of the 
hunters, we extended the hunt to 3 hours. We swapped 

the beam for a vertical and gave out more clues. Finally 
everyone came in and the general consensus was that 
everyone had gone across the bridge five to 10 times. It was 
a very memorable hunt for all and a lot of fun too.

BAOFENG UV5RA REVIEW 


From Doug/KB1IZGL: I want 
to share with you a review of 
the BAOFENG UVS5RA dual 
band transceiver. If you are 
new to amateur radio, as I am, 
you are probably looking for 
an inexpensive transceiver 

to start with. I searched the 
Internet to find something my 
wallet could stand and that 
would give me the options that I wanted. I found a happy 
medium with this unit. 


Let’s start with the specifications: 


¢ Freq Range: VHF 136-174Mhz / UHF 400-480Mhz 
(Be careful, stay in the ham band!) 


¢ Dual Band Display — (Great for monitoring 
different bands) 

¢ A/B Band independent operation 

* watt / 4watt selectable power output (Similar to 
more expensive units) 

¢ 128 Channel capacity (Enough room for your 
favorite frequencies) 

¢ VFO Direct entry programming / PC 
Programmable 


¢ Selectable Wide / Narrow Band 
(2.5/5/6.25/10/12.5/25KHz Channel Steps) 


¢ 1750Hz Burst Tone 

¢ Time out timer (So you don’t get cutoff by the 
repeater you are talking through) 

¢ Audio Deviation (SKHz Wide Band / 2.5KHz 
Narrow Band) 

* VOX Operation (Voice activated transmitting) 

¢ Emergency alarm button (Can sound a tone locally 
or over selected frequency) 

¢ Busy Channel Lockout (Prevents double keying 
with another party) 

¢ Multicolor display (You can one color for transmit, 
one for receive and one for standby) 

¢ FM Radio (65MHZ — 108 MHZ Receive only) 
(Play music while you take that hike in the woods. 
It will revert to the selected frequency when there 
is activity.) 

¢ Low battery alert 

¢ Built in flashlight (on / flashing / off) 

* Comes with Wide band — SMA antenna) 


As you can see a lot of features for a unit that costs $40 
- $60 bucks! 


Let’s look at the operation now: 


As you can see here it’s not a bad looking unit! It comes 
with a standard 1800 mAh battery. A 3600 MaH battery is 
available. There are many different replacement antennas 
available on the Internet as well, and in different frequency 
ranges. Direct entry programming is available through 
the front keypad. The menu key lets you access all of the 
functions of the unit including DTS and CTCSS settings 
as well as narrow or wide band and channel spacing. The 
A/B tuners are independently programmable for most of 
these functions. If you want to program the unit easily 
then you can plug it into a PC, and with a simple cable 
and software, available on the Internet, you can program 
in all the frequencies you want! The cable and software 
are sometimes included for free. If they are not you can 
purchase them for $10 - $15 dollars. 


So, in conclusion, if you want economy, features and 
portability you can not beat the BAOFENG UV5RA 
transceiver. Check it out! IF you have any questions you 
can direct them to:
